E. Moore, of 
Columbus, who filled the position of 16 
years. There are eight or ten candi- 
dates for the position of permanent 
clerk, among them being Rev. Dr. 
Edward T. Swiggett, stated clerk of 
the synod of Ohio.

STRANGE WORM PEST. 


Unc3asiiified InHects Are DeKtrOT-lnsr 


Crops In Texan. 


The wheat and alfalfa crops in this 


section are suffering seriously from an 
invasion of worms of very dark color 
about the size of a caterpillar, which 
attack the wheat in the head, eating 
out all the milky grains and attack the 
alfalfa ia. its entirety, consuming the 
plant, leaves, stalk aud all, says a 
Waco (Tex.) dispatch to the St Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
After a few days 


the worm undergoes a. metamorphosis 
and becomes a fly. which lays eggs and 
tjien disappears. Some of the observers j 
say that the eggs batch immedis^"'1'' 
and that a second crop of worms ap-1 gO 
pear. 
The local entomologists have 


never seen such insects before. 


Several crops of wheat and alfalfa, 


within a radius of ten miles, with 
"Waco as a center, have been destroyed. 
It'ls observed that birds of all kinds 
feed upon the worms voraciously; but. 
unfortunately, the birds of almost ev- 
ery variety have been thinned out in 
such an extent that they are Ineffectual 
against the Invasion. 


The farmers are doing what they 


call dragging their fields, with good 
results. -A grsss rope, 100 feet long. Is 
fastened to the horns of the saddle- of 
two riders, who keep apart at a suffi- 
cient distance to give the rope the prop- 
er sag. and la that way they ride 
across the fields, shaking the worms 
down to the ground, and It Is said that 
they do not crawl up any more. Spec! 
mens of the worms have been sent to 
the state entomologist to be classified.

ed States, bought up the Canadian re- 
fineries and afterward made arrange- 
ments with the Canadian railroad 
companies to so advance tho rates on 
oil manufactured elsewhere as to en- 
able it to put up the price to Canadian 
consumers. 
In the United States 


this game was successfully worked. 
There was, in fact, a guilty complicity 
upon the part of some of the state leg- 
islatures. 
It is much credit to the Ca- 


nadian authorities, they have prohib- 
ited the preferential rates collusively 
established by the Canadian railroad 
companies.
